Tranquilizer darts are widely 
used in stockyards to calm run­ 
away steers and by wildlife speci­ 
alists in handling deer and larger 
animals.

Space Race 


TEL AVIV. Israel (U PI)-Israel 
shot a multi • stage, solid fuel 
rocket 
into 
space 
today 
for 
weather research. 
The successful launching was 
Israels first and made it the sev­ 
enth nation to join the space race. 
The 
Israeli 
government 
an­ 
nounced that the meteorological 
rocket was fired from a secret 
Mediterranean base. 
The firing, which was watched 
by Premier David Ben-Gurion and 
other top government officials, 
was termed a “complete suc­ 
cess.” 
The rocket was named “Shavit 
Shtayem” 
in 
Hebrew, 
which 
means “Comet II” or “Meteor 
IL” 
The three-stage rocket went 50 
miles into the ionosphere and 
fired a cloud of luminous metallic 
sodium powder at its farthest 
point, enabling watchers on the 
ground to see it more clearly. 


British officials said the buildup 
in the tiny oil-rich sheikdom — 
threatened with annexation by 
neighboring Iraq — will be com­ 
pleted either today or Thursday. 
An estimated 20,000 B r i t i s h 
troops and Arab volunteers were 
reported ready for action along 
the sandy, 120-mile Kuwait • Iraq 
frontier. 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Home said Tuesday in London 
that Britain wanted only enough 
troops in Kuwait to handle t h e 
“threat” from Iraq and nothing 
more. 
The Foreign Office said it had 
informed United Arab Republic 
President Gamal Abdel N a s s e r 
that it planned to send an air­ 
craft carrier, three destroyers 
and oil .supply ships from their 
Mediterranean 
base 
at 
Malta 
through the canal to Kuwait, on 
the Persian Gulf. 


This would be the biggest Brit­ 
ish warship movement through 
the canal since 1956, when Israel 
invaded Egypt and Britain and 
France seized the canal. London- 
Cairo relations, which were brok­ 
en off following the invasion, only 
recently have started returning to 
normal. 
It also would be the first time 
British warships w o u l d pass 
through the Suez Canal for puss;* 
hie u>e against a member of the 
Arab League —* Iraq, in this case. 
Britain granted independence to 
Kuwait June 19 but still main­ 
tains responsibility for its secur­ 
ity. 
Kuwait Radio charged Tuesday 
that Iraq was provoking an “arti­ 
ficial crisis” in Kuwait to “dis­ 
rupt the bonds of the Arab na­ 
tions.’’
